wholesome milk, shall, upon conviction thereof,
be punished by a fine of not less than twenty-
five nor more than one hundred dollars for each
and every offense.

AN ACT to authorize cities of the fourth class
cperating under general or special charter, to
change their names.

The people of the state of Wiseonsin, represented
senate and assembly, do enaet as follows:

Sicerion 1, Upon request. by petition signed
by a majority of all the electors of any ciiy of
the fourth class operating under general or spe-
cial charter, the eommon council of such eity
may, by- two-thirds vote of all its members,
change the name of sueh city.

SeerioN 2. The petition mentioned in the
preceding secetion shall be dirvected to the esm-
mon council, and shall designate the new name
for such e¢ity, and ihe common council shall
net change the name of sneh eity to anv other
name than that designated in such petition.

SreTion 3. When the name of any such city
shall be changed, as provided in the two pre-
ceding sections, the common council shall adept
